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The  compiler  was  blessed  with  a  mother  and  a  grandmother 
with  remarkable  memories.  They  not  only  related  innumerable 
family  traditions,  many  of  which  hare  since  been  proven  by  Church 
and  other  records,  but  also  were  able  to  supply  dates  of  births, 
marriages,  deaths,.  &c. 

Grandmother,  Catherine  June  {Villinna)  Jenson,  was  born 
in  the  lo.-er  „~art  of  l,fnhat tan  Island  on  June  22,  1820.  3he  no 
doubt  received  much  of  her  information  from  family  members  who  had 
lived  through  the  times  of  the  devolution.  I'.ny  stories  and 
traditions  were  told  to  her  grandchildren  when  they  visited  the 
old  home,  a  Jutch  farmhouse  in  tie  old  j3ushwick  section  of  the 
Borough  of  Brooklyn,  few  York  Jioy.  The  house  was  on  an  unpaved 
street  a  few  steps  from  the  road,  nov.  Bushv/ick  Avenue,  and  was 
surrounded  by  a  kitchen  and  flo.er  garden  that  supplied  the  home 
with  food  and  decorations. 


Through  her  two  old  Bible  Records  were  located,  one 
(3iole  J)  had  been  kept  by  Christopher  Jem orest  and  his  .ife 
Gesse  (.lomsyn).  The  other  (Bible  C),  printer  in  1716,  hud  passed 
down  t'iro  .«?;h  James  Couenhoven  and  his  wife  JJ-izubeth  (  )c  .oroat), 
their  dr  wht<.r  fra  i  I. aria  (Couenhoven)  villiams,  her  dan  gut  or 
Isabel  (yilliacs)  Brown, aand  in  1921  in  possession  of  Isabel’s 
son  Sumner  Blanchard  Brown.  In  this  latter  Bible  the  first  re¬ 
corded  birth  was  in  1697  and  the  last  in  1878.  Copies  of  these 
records  will  follow. 


.ifith  these  Bible  Records  as  a  basis,  we  were  able  to 
contact  many  of  the  living  generations,  and  neve  been  greatly 
pleased  with  the  enthusiastic  cooperation  received. 

Bore  of  the  traditions  told  the  co:  piler  by  his  mother, 
Catharine  Elizabeth  (3enson)  Cochuu,  and  by  his  .grandmother  have 
been  proven.  Others  may  be  of  aid  in  the  future.  Among  them:- 
"Jai.cs  Couenhoven  was  related  to  the  Tarry  town,  Y. 
family."  <o  have  found  records  t\  st  3d  ward  Couenhoven  of  Trrrytown 
v; as  a  brother  of  Francis  Couenhoven,  the  fathor  of  James. 

"The  families  of  James  Couenhoven  and  Jlizabe th  Jenorost 
were  closely  allied."  Tho  records  show  that  Jane  Bussey  (widow 
of  Francis  Couenhoven)  and  mother  of  Janes,  married  C3  her  second 
husbrnd  Christopher  Demore3t,  father  of  Elizabeth,  thus  becoming 
her  son's  step  mother-in-law  and  her  daughter-in-law's  3i0i-  mother. 

"Junes  and  his  wife  Slizmbeth  lived  very  near  to  Trinity 
Church,  Be..  York,  during  the  fir.  I  year  of  their  married  life.
